Will ‘Retain Many 
Squads. 


A major reorganization of 
the detective work of the St. 
Louis police department was 
approved yesterday by the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 
The new plan places primary 
responsibility for solution of 
most crimes on the city’s 12 
district commanders. It will go 
into effect June 1 

The reorganization calls for 
the transfer of 84 detectives 
from the detective bureau to 
the 12 police districts. 

The detective bureau, func- 
tioning from police headquar- 
ters under Chief James E. 
Chapman, will continue to in- 
clude the following squads: 
Homicide, bombing and arson, 
liquor and gambling, automo- 
bile theft, pawy shop, freight, 
narcotics, intelligence, a serv- 
ice squad and the police labor- 
atory. 

In all other investigations, 
the detective bureau squads 
will assist the new district de- 
tectives and perform city-wide 
intelligence work, unless or- 
dered by the chief of police 
te conduct investigations them-

A severely burned man in St. 
Louis County Hospital has been 
identified through fingerprints 
as Harry L. Cook, police an- 
nounced today. Cook was the 
operator of a confectionery at 
Ninth and Cole streets which 
was wrecked éarly yesterday by 
a mysterious explosion. 

Cook, 22 years old, was 
taken to the hospital shortly 
before noon yesterday by a 
second young man, who de- 
parted without identifying 
himself. The injured man, 
burned over more than 40 per 
cent of his body, gave the 
name of an airman, now on 
foreign duty, and an address 
that proved fictitious. 

Identification was _  estab- 
lished through prints on skin 
removed in the course of sur- 
gical treatment of the man’s 
severely burned hands. Patrol- 
man Robert Kaelin of the St.

A suit seeking damages: of 
more than $660,000 was filed 
today in circuit court at Clay- 
ton by David B. Lichtenstein 
against American Investment 
Co. of Illinois. He was ousted | 
as executive vice president of 
the company. 

Lichtenstein seeks approxi- 
mately $24,000 a year from 
May 24, 1954, the date he was 
retired by the board of direc- | 
tors, to the date a judgment is | 
rendered in the suit. - | 


In two alternative counts he: 
sought to recover the profits 
he would have made if he had 
been permitted to exercise a 
stock option under an incentive | 
plan adopted by the company. | 
He alleged he had until Dec. | 
1, 1958, to exercise the stock | 
option and that he notified the | 
company he wished to do so) 
on Nov. 26, 1958. 

He said his tender of pay- 
ment for the 8000 shares of 
stock was refused by the com- 
pany. He said the difference 
between the option price and 
the fair market value of the 
stock when he tried to exercise | 
the option was $72,000. | 

In the alternative count. he 
alleged that because his em- 
ployment was wrongfully ter- 
minated by the company before 
he sought to exercise the stock 
option, he was deprived of the 
tax benefits he would other- 
wise have received under the | 
restricted stock option provi- 
sions of the Internal Revenue 
Code. This amount was alleged 
to be $468,000. 

The combined $72,000 loss of 
profits and $468,000 loss of tax 
benefits totals $540,000, which 
is sought in addition to lost | 
pension payments. 

In connection with the pen- 
sion claim, Lichtenstein said 
that his direct compensation 
for the 10 years prior to May 
24, 1954, when he was retired, 
averaged $68,751 annually. 


He alleged the pension com- 
mittee fixed the annual pension 
payment due him at $24,000 a 
year but refused to pay it un- 
less Lichtenstein agreed to ac- 
cept certain conditions, ‘“in- 
cluding an illegal condition not 
to compete” with the company 
after retirement. 

When. Lichtenstein’s job was 
abolished and he was retired 
in 1954, no reason for the ac- 
tion was made public by the 
company’s board of directors. 
He remained a director of the 
company, 

Lichtenstein subsequently 
bought into Liberty Loan*Corp. 
of Chicago. He was then sued 
by American Investment Co., 
which alleged he had used in- 
formation coming to him as a 
director of American Imvest- 
ment to defeat that firm’s ef- 
forts to acquire cantrol of 
Liberty Loan. However, United | 
States District Judge Roy W. 
Harper ruled in favor of Lich- 
tenstein, holding he had not 
acted in bad faith in acquiring 
the Liberty Loan stock. 

American Investment Co, is 
a holding company for more 
than 200 small loan companies.

Force, 
Boeing said, however, “with 
few exceptions . . . the infor- 


mation used to develop such 
prices was the latest and best 
available.” 

Hebert said, “The pattern in 
this case follows the line of 
other overcharges brought to 
the attention of the public by 
the General Accounting Office 
and this committee.” 

Target Price Pian, 

In contracts of this sort the 
eontractor and the Government 
negotiate what is called a target 
price, Then, if the final cost 
turns out to be lower, the con- 
tractor receives 20 per cent of 
the saving. If the cost runs 
higher ,the contractor stands 
20 per cent of the excess. 

Thus if the cost is $5,000,000 
lower, the Government would 
get back only 80 per cent and 
would be out approximately a 
million, 

In a somewhat similar case, 
the Comptroller General on 
May 7 said Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. gave the Government ex- 
cessive price estimates of $4,- 
110,600. Lockheed denied any 
intention of overcharging and 
agreed to adjust the price to 
reflect lower quotations by sub- 
contractors.

“If it wasn’t for this guy,” 
said one of the survivors, “we 
wouldn’t have made it.” 

The plane ‘was returning 
from a flight to Iwo Jima with 
one engine disabled. It over- 
shot the runway and: was try- 
ing to pull up for a second 
landing attempt when it 
crashed. Fires burned for sev- 
eral hours afterward. 

An Air Force spokesman 
said all but three of the be- 
tween 175 and 225 men housed 
in the barracks were accounted 
fer late tonight.

KHRUSHCHEV TO BE i 
IN ALBANIA MAY 2] 


MOSCOW, May 20 (UPI)— 
Premier Khrushchev will visit 
Albania from May 25 to June 
6, the official Tass news agency 
announced today. 

This means that Khrushchev 
will be out of the country May 
27, the date he originally set 
for the allies to move out of 
West Berlin.

GENEVA, May 20. 


HERE ARE THREE CONFERENCES, not just one, going 
on in Geneva, all of them having a bearing on whether 
there will be a ‘summit conference with Soviet Premier 


Khrushchev, 


There is the main conference of the foreign ministers of 
the United States, Britain, France and the Soviet Union at the 
Palace of Nations, in which East and West tear apart each 


other’s formal proposals each weekday at 3:30°p.m. This is, as_ 


the French spokesman characterized it yesterday, an exercise. 


in reciprocal refutation. 


Second, there is “the con- 
ference of the villas” in which 
the western ministers, one at 
a time, lunch or dine with 
Gromyko around -the edge of 
lovely Lake Leman and try 
to lu te their political dif- 
ferences ‘with good food and 
wine. 

Then there is the conference 
of the western Big Four, where 
the foreign ministers of the 
United States, Britain, France, 
and West Germany meet pe- 
riodically at the annex of the 
American consulate in down- 
town Geneva on the Place 
Saint Gervais, overlooking the 
Rhone river. 

The first conference is a 
debate which produces nesvs 
and editorials for Pravda and 
the western press, not always 
the same. The second is a 
brave but usually tiresome and 
unproductive effort t. make 
human sympathy overcome 
much larger and more power- 
ful national and . philosophical 
differences. The third, how- 
ever, is a genuine conference, 
in which true negotiation takes 
place, differences are fairly 
and honestly debated, and tac- 
tics and strategy discussed. 

Definition of Progress. 

For the time being, it is this 
third conference that is the 
most interesting, for there the 
western ministers are trying to 
decide precisely what they 
mean by saying they will go to 
the summit if “progress is 
made” in the meetings with 
Gromyko. “we e 

e@. progress ng made 
ae point. Secretary of 
State. Christian A. Herter has 
stated emphatically to his west- 
ern. colleagues, and also to 
Gromyko personally at a din- 
ner in Lioyd’s villa last Thurs- 
day night that President Eisen- 
hower will not go to a summit 
meeting with Khrushchev if 
the Soviet government or any 
of its representatives threaten 
a new crisis over Berlin. 

The British are still of the” 
opinion that the West should 
not make any hard and fast 
conditions for going to the 
summit, but they are now ap- 
parently “reconciled” to the 
fact that the United States will 
not go “under duress.” 

When the discussion gets 
beyond this point, however, 
there is still no agreement. 
Here two questions arise: 
would ‘progress’ toward a 
nuclear testing agreement, 
which is being discussed in still 
another conference that has 
been going on here, be suffi- 
cient? And would the West 
go to the summit if the Rus- 
sians agreed to. maintain. the 
status quo in Berlin pending 
a summit discussion? 

French and German View. 

The French and the West 
Germans are arguing in these 
meetings that these two agree- 
ments would not be enough, 
and the United. States is in- 
clined to agree. In the first 
place, the French are not in on 
the atomic testing conversa- 


in atomic relatigns with the 
United States. 

At the same time, the West 
Germans are arguing that it is 
meaningless to get an agree- 
ment from Gromyko that the 
Russians will maintain the 
status quo in Berlin unless 
Moscow agrees to do so for a 
considerable length of time. 

The United States, France 
and West Germany want Mos- 
cow to agree to the following: 

1. All threats by the So- 
viet government against Ber- 
lin must be: withdrawn. 

2. There must be an un- 
, derstanding that the negotia- 
tions at the summit will pro- 
ceed in good faith: that is to 
say, all parties to the con- 
ference should agree that the 
future of Berlin and Ger- 


responsibility and the status 

quo can be changed only 

when there is an agreement 
to do so by the United States, 

Britain, France and the So- 

viet Union. 

It may not be possible to get 
agreement on this among the 
four western governments, but 
this highly technical and com- 
plicated question is what is 
now under discussion. 

Herter Is Uncommitted. 

Herter has not committed 
himself all the way. He is wait- 
ing to let the conference with | 
Gromyko at the Palace expose - 
the Soviet position and to let 
the atomic discussions, which 
are more hopeful than anything 
else, develop. He has been im- 
pressed by the logi€ of French 
Foreign Minister Maurice de 
Murville, whose professional 
experience, quiet eloquence 
and Huguenot morality domi- 
nated the conference yester- 
day. Couve de Murville is calm 
and tough about the Russians. 
He is holding the others back, 
advocating patience, and pro- 
posing that the West wait, even 
on proposing negotiations on 
the side with Gromyko, until 
the Russian himself makes the 
proposals. And Herter is sup- 
porting him. 

Meanwhile, the Secretary of 
State has put Gromyko on no- 
tice not ‘to try to force the 
United States into a summit 
meeting. When the Soviet For- 
eign Minister indicated at 
Lloyd’s house last Thursday 
night that he might revive the 
question of a Soviet date for 
settling the Berlin -question, 
Herter told him in the most 
polite but emphatic terms — 
and this in a social gathering 
—that if anybody thought he 
could force Président Eisen- 
hower to,a summit by threats, 
he was mistaken. ' 

In due course, exchanges 
such as this are going to force 
serious negotiations between 
East and West in Geneva. The 
formal meetings in the Palace 
may eventually come to some 
limited arrahgement that will 
lead to a summit conference, 
but if they do so, the terms 
will probably be set in the pri- 


tions, and are still nursing their 
wrath about not being given

If the case against Strauss were a purely 
personal one, then a brave battle to the last 
ditch might be warranted. But the case 
against him is fundamental. .It is the kind 
of case which grows stronger the more closely 
it is examined, and is confirmed by the eva- 
sive character of Strauss’s own testimony. It 
rests on three basic conclusions: 

1, Adm. Strauss used the security system 
of the Atomic Energy Commission to pay off 
old: grudges. He embraced the spirit of Mc- 
Carthyism to drive from the Government one 
of the most distinguished and loyal scientists 
of our time, J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

2. Adm. Strauss was at the very center-.of a 
mave to use public office for private ends in 
the Dixon-Yates contract. He misled the 
President about it, misled the public, and was 
responsible for trying to cover up the conflict 
of interest which eventually came to light. 

3. Adm. Strauss, in his zeal to promote un- 
limited nuclear testing and the development 
of ever-bigger H-bombs, used devious methods 
to evade obligation to keep Congress in- 
formed on nuclear matters. He deceived the 
public about the dangers of nuclear fallout, 
and sought to impose extreme secrecy upon 
scientific research. He forfeited the confi- 
dence of a large segment of the scientific 
community. 

There is good reason to believe that Adm. 
Strauss decided not to seek reappointment as 
AEC chairman because he felt he could not 
be confirmed. It is now clear that he can be 
confirmed as Secretary of Commerce only 
on the untenable ground that this post, being 
less important, calls for a lower standard of 
character. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Adm. Strauss ought to relieve 
the President of the obligation to wage a 
profitless battle for what could be at best a 
hollow victory..

Pentagon’s Time of Need 


Two experienced men whd have demon- 
strated their ability to get things done have 
been selected to fill important gaps that sud- 
denly developed in the Pentagon. 

President Eisenhower has selected Secre- 
tary of the Navy Thomas §, Gates Jr.,to suc- 
ceed the late Donald A. Quarles as Deputy 
Secretary of Defense, the No. 2 Pentagon 
post. And Secretary of Defense Neil McElroy 
has called in Adm. Arthur W. Radford, re- 
tired, as consultant in the absence of. Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, who is recuperating from a 
cancer operation. 

Mr. Gates, who was to have returned to 
civilian life in a few days, entered the Penta- 
gon in 1953 as Navy Under Secretary and be- 
came Navy Secretary in March, 1957. This 
service will now be invaluable to him but at 
the same time he must be on guard to see that 
his Navy identity does not give any real cause 
for complaint from Army and Air Force. Adm. 
Radford was Twining’s predecessor as chair- 
man of the JCS. He has the technical back- 
ground to aid Mr. McElroy. 

It takes at least a year for a new man to 
become familiar with any of the secretary- 
ships in the Pentagon. Yet the constant turn- 
over has been a major problem. Mr. McElroy 
is the sixth Secretary since the post was cre- 
ated in 1947. There have been seven Deputy 
Secretaries with average tenure of 19 months. 
There have been five Secretaries of the Air 
Force, five Secretaries of the Army and Mr. 
Gates is the sixth Secretary of the Navy. 
These short tenures mean that civilian control 
as well as proper guidance of the services is 
badly handicapped. 

The Pentagon has been rocking along on an 
uneven keel for some months now. Mr. Mc- 
Elroy has been faring badly in several phases 
of the missile controversy as well as in the 
important matter of the atomic plane. 

The atomic plane project, dragging since 
1947, is wrapped in much controversy and 
unn secrécy. An Air Force research 
chief said last Friday that Mr. Quarles’s last 
decision before he died was to ask Mr. Eisen- 
hower to step up work on the plane. But 
on the next day, the Pentagon officially de- 
nied this statement. - 

Congressman Melvin Price, of the Senate- 
House atomic energy subcommittee, says he 
is going to push hard to determine if the Pen- 
tagon is guilty of foot-dragging and indecision 
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the worst faults of the federal system. 

The disparities, as reported, are shocking. 
A judge in Boston disposes of cases, on the 
average, within 11 months. In Brooklyn the 
average of all federal cases in getting to trial 
is 43 months—more than three and a half 
years. Many of course string along much 
longer! One judge will work more than 50 
hours a week and another will do well if he 
spends as much as an hour or an hour and a 
half on the bench per day. 

From time to time a judge from one area 
will sit in another, as when the North Dakota 
federal judge was in Little Rock two years 
ago at the time of the violence and federal 
troops episodes. But this transfer is not on a 
systematic basis. Wherever there are such 
transfers, a judge has volunteered to help out, 
almost on a personal basis. | 

The Senate study director recommends that 
chief judges be assigned not on the basis of 
seniority, but of administrative ability. He 
believes also that the chief judges ought to 
administer their courts and that all judges 
should file frequent reports on the progress 
of cases and on how they spend their time. 

One thing emerges clearly.‘ No new fed- 
eral judgeships should be voted by Congress 
until a higher degree of efficjency is achieved 
in the 86 present district courts and the 10 
courts of Appeals now in existence.

Favoring. the Humphrey Plan 
Premier Khrushchev’s agreement to a lim- 
ited number of veto-free nuclear inspections 
on Soviet soil would seem to fit in remarkably 
well with Senator Humphrey’s plan for solving 
the problem of the number to be decided 
upon. And since President Eisenhower virtu- 
ally paraphrased the Humphrey plan, at his 
news conference last week, an area of agree- 
ment appears to be opening up. 
The trouble with choosing a figure for the 
permissible number of inspections is that no 
one knows how many earthquakes occur in 
any given area-in the course of a year—and 
might be confused with nuclear explosions. 
The Minnesota Senator has suggested that a 
low number of inspections be agreed upon 
for the first year and that control posts be 
used during that time to collect information 
on which to base the number of inspections 
to be allowed starting with the second year. 
If Mr. Khrushchev now has all his cards on 
the table and none remaining up his sleeve, 
the Humphrey compromise might suit him. It 
is true that the Soviet Union has had a way 
of making temporary arrangements perma- 
nent, as most notably in the divisions of Ger- 
many and Korea. But an agreement clearly 
based on re-setting the number of inspections 
with the beginning of the second year would 
simply become inoperative if accord could 
not be reached on the new number, and a 
year’s operation of a control agreement 
should, with good faith on both sides, make 
it easier to continue than it has been to initi- 
ate. We think it well worth trying. 


Air Tragedies Forgotten? 


The Senate should take prompt action to 
restore the $76,000,000 cut that the House 
has — almost unbelievably —- made in the 
budget of the Federal Aviation Agency. If 
that cut is not restored it will mean that the 
lessons of the Grand Canyon, Las Vegas and 
Maryland mid-air collisions, in which nearly 
200 persons were killed, have failed to regis- 
ter in Congress. 

This budget had already been cut $200, 
000,000 by President Eisenhower. Represen- 
tatives Harris of Arkansas and Bow of Ohio, 
who. strongly supported the measure, now 
warn that unless the additional cut of $76,- 
000,000 is restored the FAA will have to stop 
immediately its very important task of re- 
cruiting and training new air traffic control 
employes. There is a marked shortage in this 
essential category. FAA explains that it will 
have to take a cutback of 900 persons in its 
present personnel complement and abandon 
its plan to hire the additional 5800 men who 


would be needed to operate $50,000,000 worth - 


of new safety equipment which the House 


eliminated. Much new safety equipmient ‘re- 


cently installed, including 19 terminal area 
radars, also would have to be closed down. 
When the Senate launched the FAA a year 


ago, it acted speedily and practically unani- 


mously. It surely can be counted upon to 
overcome the House’s shortsightedness.

Growing Impact of Pension Funds 


They Hold Increasing Common Stocks But Do Not Threaten Control of Business

In a Report to 
The Fund for the Republic 
There has been a spectacular 


growth of pension plans since 1950, 
most of them taking the form of self- 
insured funds. These funds have 
shown increasing interest in the ac- 
quisition of common stocks which 
absorbed 37 per cent of their net 
income in 1957. Their net purchases 
of common stock have recently 
amounted to the equivalent of about 
one quarter of the new equity finan- 
cing required by corporations.

In terms of total ownership, how- 
ever, all self-insured pension funds 
held only a small percentage of com- 
mon stock outstanding—less than 3 
per cent of the issues on the New 
York Stock Exchange. By 1965, self- 
insured toma funds may held $17 
to $20 billion in common stocks. But 
if new security issues are taken into 
account, this may amount to no more 
than 6 per cent of outstanding stock. 


It is when pension fund holdings 
ate added to the securities owned by 
other financial institutions — invest- 
ment trusts, insurance companies, 
banks, etc.—that a significant degree 
of corporate ownership is found. This 
aggregate ownership may, however, 
involve so many different institution- 
al investors that any exercise of cor- 
porate control on their part would be 
difficult. 


Some pension funds have acquired 
control of the companies by which 
they were established; others have 
acquired control of other companies. 
However, these are more in the na- 
ture of curious exceptions than indi- 
cations of a trend. The great -ma- 
jority of pension funds avoid “own- 
company” investments as exbosing 
the employes to undue risk, except 
where such a holding represents a 
small part of.a balanced, high-quality 
portfolio. Purchase of “own-com- 
pany” securities may sometimes be a 
good investment; in other instances

Various factors account for this at- 
titude: a desire for flexibility in their 
investment position, a concern about 
their reputations and legal status as 
trustees, a realization that any real 
exercise of their power would in- 
evitably invite statutory and judicial 
restraints and redress, 

In exercising their voting powers 
as the trustees of - 
sion funds, like other institu in- 
vestors, cast their proxies consis- 
tently on the side of company man- 
agement. Since the interests of 
stockholders and management are 
not always the same, even when 
management is efficient and the com- 
pany successful, it ht be a more 
assiduous discharge of duty if trus- 
tees abstained from voting on run-of- 
the-mill issues, leaving them to. be 
decided by the individual stockhold- 
ers, and if they publicly disclosed 
—_ votes on the more important 

ues. 


In a way.it is strange that self-in- 
sured pension funds have aroused 
interest as a potential source of con- 
centrated economic .control. The 
problem is by no means new and is 
certainly not limited to pension 
funds. Perhaps the reason is that 
their rate of growth has been dra- 
matic and that they are compara- - 
tively new and of rapidly incréasing 
importance among the institutions 
through which our savings are chan- 
neled into. investments. It is still 
startling to realize that ion funds 
may accumulate sufficient assets to 
be able to buy a significant part in 
the ownership of corporations, ~~ ” 

Although the dollars involved im- 
ply a vast potential for concentrated 
economic power by financial institu- 
tions, there is no real evidence that 
this has developed into a significant 
public problem. There is no “clear 
and present danger,” nor even an 
implied threat for the near future. 


Nevertheless, reasonable steps 
might be taken to give the public 
the opportunity to appraise, from 
time to time, whether concentration 
of economic power or the use of pen- 
sion funds to that end has or has 
not developed. The sensational ad- 
vance of private pension funds has 
given a jolt to public interest that 
may help to develop an informed 
public better able to cope with our 
problem of economic freedom.

civilian bureaucracy, and that 
this bureaucracy has acquired 
a vested interest which causes 
it to oppose serious reforms. 

Experience shows that Con- 
gress has thus far been unable 
to overeome the inertia of the 
bureaucracy, and in its frustra- 
tion it is becoming increasing- 
ly exasperated with the whole 
business. 


Arms Grants Questioned. 


It is to this state of affairs 
that Senator Mansfield ad- 


dressed himself last week. He | 


came forward with what 
seemed to me an essentially 
moderate but, nevertheless, a 
searching and effective pro- 
posal. Its object is to compel 
a thorough-going re-examina- 
tion in the Administration of 
that part of the foreign aid 
program which causes. the 
greatest doubt and discontent. 

This is the part providing 
grants and gifts as distin- 


. guished from loans. It amounts 


to about 75 per cent of the 
total appropriation. Here are 
subsidies to enable weak coun- 
tries to maintain larger mili- 
tary establishments than their 
economic life, and their capac- 
ity to raise revenue, would 
justify.

three years. 


Worth Must Be Shown. 


The amendment does not say 
that direct military aid is to 
be terminated in three years.

The cutting edge of the Mans- 
field amendment .is. that it 
would compe] the Adminis- 
tration te reappraise, to re- 
examine, and to justify from 
the beginning. and all over 
again, each military aid pro- 
gram. The amendment does not 
say that all military aid must 
terminate in three years. It 
says that the Administration 
must provide a plan for ter- 
| minating it. 


It. is implied, and should 
| probably be ‘made clear in the 
amendment, that if no plan to 
terminate it in three years can 
be worked out without sacri- 
ficing the national interest, then 
the burden of proving that this 
| is the case will be on the Ad- 
ministration. 


Poor Barrier to Reds. 


It will not be able to take 
the line that we must go on 
doing what we have always 
done just because we have al- 
ways done it. 

In all probability, we shall 
find that in certain countries 
| it is necessary to continue, not 
‘to reduce or to terminate, the 

grants or gifts. But in other 
countries we may expect to 
find that there are over-sized 
military establishments which, 
far from being a defense 
against Communism, serve only 
to arouse popular discontent, 
and that far from being de- 
fenses of liberty are the sup- 
port of despots. 

The Mansfield proposal, I 
should add, does not touch the 
Point Four program or the De- 
| velopment Loan Fund. These, 
| we may confidently believe, are 
destined to play an even bigger 
‘part in the future than they 
have in the past. The Mans- 
‘field proposal is, however, 
| aimed directly at reducing the 
-emphasis on military aid and 
‘increasing the emphasis on 
civilian development, 


Peaceful Aims Favored. 


It can be argued that there 
are many in Congress who will 
vote for foreign aid only if they 
are persuaded that it buys guns 
aimed directly at Russia or 
China. 

They do not think that the 
development of backward 
countries is any interest of 
ours. Presiumably then, this 
isolationist opposition will be 
less willing to vote for foreign 
aid which emphasizes civilian 
development.

One of the more challenging 
exhibits is a large drawing of 
two 40-story apartment 
buildings. proposed for the riv- 
erfront by the Mansion House 
Redevelopment Corp. This proj- 
ect is still in a germinal stage. 
The architectural fitm of Rus- 
sell Mullgardt Schwarz Van 
Hoefen‘ is doing preliminary 
planning for it, and Kurt Perl- 

see.drew this rendering. 
It shows the two structures, 


with their narrow sides toward 
the river. The riverfront arch 
is not included in the view, but 
any proposal of new buildings 
along the riverfront immedi- 
ately raises the point of their 
harmony with the towering 
stainless steel arch. The Eero 
Saarinen model of the levee de- 
velopment places several build- 
ings of uniform height along 
the belt between Third and 
Fourth streets, north and south 
of the Old Courthouse, and they 
were kept in a quite reticent 
scale in their relationship with 
_the arch, which was intended to 
maintain an impressive domina- 
tion of its surroundings. 

The screening effect of high- 
rise structures should be care- 
fully studied, it would seem, 
for two tall structures just 
north of the arch resuppose 
Some sort of equivalent bufld- 
ings just south of it.

schemes in which each part of 
the human body, for good or 
bad, was governed by some 
star. Soon afterward the 
Greeks further elaborated on 


the Zodiac and added plant 
growth and animals to the as- 
sociation of things affected by 
the sun, moon and eight major 
planets. 

Fishing is said to be the best 
when the “sign” is in the feet, 
portrayed in the Zodiac calen- 
dar by Pisces, or fishes. The 
“sign” will be “right” on an 
average of two or three days 
each month. Modern “fish 
calendars” usually list six or 
eight days of good fishing but 
the period outlined is before, 
during, and after the regular 
fishing phase as outlined by 
the ancient astronomers, 


Experienced anglers agree 


that most game fish strike best 


between the new moon and the 
first quarter. A full moon is 
regarded as the worst period 
for daytime angling. On the 
large impoundments, such as 
Bull Shoals, Norfork and Ken- 
tucky Lake, night fishermen 
are far more numerous on | 
moonlight nights than during | 
other periods, 


The catch is usually larger 
when the moon is full but it 
can be attributed to the fact 
that there are more anglers at 
that lunar phase than when 
the moon is dark. The most 
productive after-dark hours, 
regardless of the phase of the | 
moon, are from twilight until 
10 p.m. The period shortly 
before and immediately follow- 
ing daybréak is also oné of pro- 
ductive angling. 


Watch the Weather 


Weather plays an important 
part in the quest for big bass. 
An ideal condition in jig and 
éel fishing is present when the 
. gurface is calm, because the 
lure can be worked at a pace 
likely to encourage strikes, and 
because all portions of the area 
being ‘cast can be covered 
thoroughly and methodically. 


. Bright, sunny days are usually 
less rewarding than cloudy 
hours. This is especially true 

warm weather. periods. 
When the water is cold, as in 
the winter and early spring, 
periods of fair to good fishing 
are often enjoyed when the 
sun is brightly shining. This is 
particularly true in the early 
morning and late evening. But, 
as a rule, cloudy and even 
eae weather conditions 
appear to be more to the liking 
of big bass and jack salmon 
during daylight fishing. 

A barometer reading of 
29.90 inches (equivalent sea 
level pressure) is avérage for 
the mid-West. Fishing is gen- 
érally good above this figure 
and poor below. But the ang- 
ler can desrégard slight fluct- 
uations of the barometer un- 
less they are part of a trend. 
One reading does not always 
portray fishing conditions as 
a whole, while a tren{1 will in- 
dicate fishing conditions for a 
ohn lasting from several 

ours to a day. ‘ 


On clear, hot summer days, 
especially when the weather 
is sultry, deep-running lures 
or live bait fished on the bot- 
tom will give the best results. 
The fish will be down in the 
cool, shady depths and no 
lure will tempt them to move 
from their resting abodes. 
When the weather is calm but 
the sky is cloudy, fish the 
surface with top water lures. 
Early morning and late eve- 
hing are’ also ideal times to 
use surface lures. 


A passing ¢old frent during 
the summer months will nearly 
always mean that the fish 
are feeding. Excéllent results 
“are obtained by fishing in the 
fain when stich a front is pass- 
ing overhead. But fishing is 
at its worst during a muggy 
day when the temperature. re- 
mains unchangéd while the 
fain is falling. 


Following the Signs 


For many years this writer 
has observed the fishing fore- 
cast according to the Zodiac 
almanac. Invariably, if weather 
and barometric conditions were 
also favorable, more fish were 
caught during this period than 
at any other time. Perhaps; 6 
confidence and a little extra 
effort aided and abetted the 
anglér. But we have noted 
over the years that fishing was 
at ite best when the “sign” 
was right. ° The same has also 
applied to daytime fishin 
tween the néw moon an 
first quarter of the change.

. Presenting actual young people and their parents, and 
leavening their experiences with the findings of physicians, 
clergymen, judges, sociologists and others, the program 
found that the younger generation is marrying at a younger 
age level these days than ever in our history. 

The program did not flatly answer yes or no 
to the question of whether they marry too young. 
Rather, in the manner of a good familiar essay, it 
placed a hand gently on the head of the subject 
and rotated gracefully around it. To my mind, 
however, the weight of the evidence presented was 
rather to the effect of saying, “Children, don’t 
hasten-into matrimony because it’s not an idyll. 
It’s the biggest and most difficult contract that hu- 
man beings ever are asked to fulfill.” 


CLAUDETTE COLBERT served as the narrator who 
brought together the threads of this excellently organized 
program produced by James Fleming. 

Miss Colbert, who looks and acts as charming and 
youthful as she did in “It Happened One Night,” seemed a 
bit coy to me at times. Yet my wife, who watched the pro- 
gram with me, maintained that she was perfect for the 
assignment.

It strikes me that one of the delightful things 
about a program like this is that it stirs people 
te thinking and discussion—even though it can’t 
be expected to come to extraordinary conclusions 
after fulfilling its reportorial function.

soldier!” | 

First, then, comes the open- 
mouthed or stranded fish stage. 
It may last several years and 
is characterized by extreme sur- 
prises, verging on shock. The 
pace of American flux and 
change astounds the _ stolid 
Britisher, espec 
comes from a village 

As every reader of detective 
fiction knows, English villages 
are places where nothing what- 
ever happens—except an occas- 
sional bizarre murder. Even 
outside of Agatha Christie they 
are quiet, resistant to change, 
and have what the sociologists 
call a “conservative land use 
pattern.” 

The English village I come 
from is on a busy highway be- 
tween two towns. But you 
would hardly know it. The 
fields have old names and old 
uneven shapes, outlined in haw- 
thorn and black yew. Trees 
are older ‘still and protected. A 
farmer can be dispossessed far 
not doing right by the soil but 
he can’t cut a.tree except by 
Government permit. It was big 
news when the local squire got 
permission to cut down a row 
of rotten. elms on ‘his estate 
which were endangering his 
whiteface cattle. 

The little hamlet has about 
a dozen houses, most of them 
picturesque, insanitary and at 
least 300 years old. None is 
ever pulled down unless it falls 
down first, but occasionally a 
new one is built, by leisurely 
tea bibbing bricklayers who 
wouldn’t. dream of removing 
their jackets for work, let alone 
their weskits. 


Points in Favor of Junior College

QUESTION: Our only daugh- 
ter is a fair, but not a brilliant 
student. She is a high school 
junior. Of course, we want her 
to. go-to college. At first she 
showed no interest at all. But 
now she says that she would 
like to go to a junior college. 
She says two years is the most 
she wants of higher education. 


We have a feeling that junior 
colleges are inferior and we 
are trying to persuade her to 
go to a four-year college. She 
won’t have any part of it. 
What should be do? 


ANSWER: By all means, let 
her select a good junior college 
—and there are many very 
good ones. Your daughter’s 
approach to this is really wiser 
than yours. Let me tell you 
why: % 

If she really only wants two 
years of higher education, 
ehances are that she will get 
a better and more meaningful 
set of courses at a junior col- 
lege. The reason is quite sim- 
ple: junior colleges aim at 
giving their students an edu- 
cation which has some sem- 
blance of completeness after 
two years. In a good four-year 
college, the first two years are 
often the preparation for the 
real “meat” to come in junior 
and senior year. Even the top 
faculty members are often “re- 
served” for the upper class- 
men. In the junior college, on 
the other hand, the entire fac- 
ulty obviously concentrates on 
the whole student body.

ATLANTIC CITY, an 
LITTLE JOHNNY is the most 
misunderstood boy in America. 
e There doesn’t seem to 
anything wrong with him. It’s 
just that he is a slow 
who can’t keep up with his 
elass in school. No matter 
how. hard he tries, how much 
his teacher coaxes or how often 
his parents threaten, Johnny . 
falls further and further be- 
hind. 


“There are millions of 
Johnnys in this country and 
we aren’t beginning to do 
enough for them,” says Ivan 
K. Garrison, president-elect 
of the Council for Excep- 
tional Children. 


“We recognize the special 
problems of the physically 
handicapped and the mentally 
retarded, and we make pro- 
vision for them. We're begin- 
ning to make progress on the 
problems of the exceptionally 
gifted student, but, these are 
the extreme cases, fairly easy 
to identify. 


“The slow learner, however, 
is the least understood of all 
our children, and the one for 
whom we've made the fewest 
provisions.” 


Garrison said that each slow 
léarner and his particular dif- 
ficulty should be studied care- 
fully. 


“Part of the problem,” he 
said, “is that we’re apt to say 
‘Well, he’s just a slow learn- 
er and we can’t expect too 
much of him. We'll just 
have to let him work at his 
own rate and not demand any 
more than that. 


“The trouble with that theory 

is that it fails to recognize a 

child has good learning ability 

and who should never be clas- 

sified as a slow learner in the 

' first place. About 10 per cent 
of the children in this country 

who are called slow learners 

are wrongly Classified. 


“Maybe he is emotionally dis- 
turbed, perhaps from the death 
of a parent. Maybe he is soci- 
ally maladjusted because . he 
has a disfiguring scar and the 
other kids make: fun of him, 
Maybe he has a slight hearing 
or visual defect that hasn't 
been noticed. 


“All these things can affect 
a child’s learning ability. If 
we can find his trouble, per- 
haps we can cure him. We cere 
tainly owe it to him to try.”

‘Hopi Indian Warning 


NEW YORK; May 20. 

I WAS SENT A REPRINT from the Wall Street Journal 
the other day on the episode about the Hopi Indians, and 
I think it is worthy of being told to as many people as pos- 
sible, 

It appears that “six Hopi Indians, having consulted 
their gods and their prophecits, traveled to New York City 
to instruct the delegates to the United Nations on what the 
Hopis fear will come to pass as soon ag the corn is har- 
vested. 

“The reason for their long trip was that an ancient 
prophecy adjured the religious leaders of the Hopis to go, 
at a certain time, to the "house of glass walls to inform the 
nations of the day of purification.’ And that certain time 
is ripening, as corn does in the Arizona sun.” 


It seems there was nobody at the U.N. to re- . 
celve the six Hopi Indians and their message. 
There were sessions going on, of course, of differ- 
ent units. But in the complicated machinery of the 
U.N. you must present your desire to be heard ac- 
cording to protocol, and one could hardly expect 
that the Hopi Indians would understand this par- 
ticular type of protocol. The man at the desk who 
dealt with them must have had very little imagina- 


tion and no flair for a good newspaper story. 

The U.N. wag established to bring about the peace of 
the world and whé@a, people ecome—even Indians with a re- 
ligious warning on ce, or rather on the troubles that 
may-come if we do n&t have peace—they certainly should 
be heard in high places. \__ 

I am sure, had they known of the visit, either Andrew 
Cordier or Dr, Ralph Bunche would have been glad to sit 
down and listen to the prophecies that started six Hopi In- 
dians on that long trip from Arizona to the U.N. 


They want peace primarily between their own tribes | 
but their | 


or between their tribes and the United States, 
message might well be of value to all the “tribes” of the 


world as they meet trying to find solutions to different: 


questions that bedevil the world today. 

Peace is the preoccupation of people everywhere in the 
world. Their leaders may weigh the question of whether 
modified wars might serve their purposes. None of them, 
however, actually dares to suggest that nuclear war is 
something to be hoped for. And it is quite possible that 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev, with his firm determination 
that the world must be a Communist world, still feels that 
he can accomplish this—a little more slowly perhaps, but 
even better—through other methods than war. — 


Somehow one cannot help feeling as one reads 
the headlines that nothing very definite seems to 
be coming out of the meetings in Geneva between 
the Soviet Union’s foreign minister and the West's 
foreign ministers. One wonders what would hap- 
pen if suddenly everyone sat down and said exactly 
what they thought, what they felt about one an- 
other, where they hoped te arrive at, and what 
they hoped to achieve if any one of the projected 
plans were accepted. 


Would it bring about pure shock and stop all future 


discussions? Or might it actually bring about a little more 


confidence and feeling that for once each one really knew 
what was in the minds of the others? 

I don’t suppose this is possible to achieve, because 
many representatives of all governments today can't really 
know what they think they want in the future. Just to have. 
them say as nearly as possible what they believe, however, 
would be a help in the direction of confidence among the 
men themselves in their own integrity and willingness to be 
honest with one another.
